A few tips on the legal etiquette of renting 
^jan-lead to-good relations between sides 



Some of the questions Crabtrce and McKclway 
cleared up Wednesday were: 
. .•Aiandlord novfr bas-thcJcgai right to lock 
out 'a rentor and tike his personal belongings 
becaisc^f any breech of_o written or verbal 
contract. The-hmdiord must send a" written 
notice to a tenant mtltylng him of the violation 
and giving him three days to correct It. If the 
problem Isn't corrected after three days.- the 
landlord-has to go to district court and get 
eviction papers on the tenant. 

•Tenants are' better off not fighting eviction 
cases because tenants lose about 75 to BO percent 
of small claims and district court cases. And the 
loser can end up being ordered to pay all legal 
and court fees. 

■Landlords must give their tenants "a quiet 
enjoyment of the premises" or they arc 
trespassing on their own rental - property. 
Exceptions to that nilc are In emergencies such 
as fire or flood, or If a written agreement allows' 
the landlord the right to make periodic checks. 

•Tenants should not withhold rent trying to get 
the landlord to 'make repairs because that 
breeches the tenant-landlord agreement. In-

More than 60 teen-age women ore being counseled 
In Twin Foils right now by health and welfare 
caseworkers. In virtually every case, Ihcir pro- 
blems are connected with sex. v

Inquire about birth control without parental 
consent.' 

Like Donna, many of thcso teen-agers eventually 
tell their parents they have discussed birth control 
with a caseworker, As a result, health and welfare 
workers say. at least half the parents of their clients 
angrily call up to argue their daughter "Isn't lhat 
kind of a girl."

Medical advisor Dr. Wayne Carte eqdains, the girls 



who come to him for Infortnalion about the pill 
already have made the decision lo enter the 
grown-up world of sex.

Because if they become pregnant as teen-agers, 
the options tor later life dwindle to a nosly few for 
girls like Donna.

But Dr. Carte doesn't expect mgny.molherBJQ- 
"show up fw the classes, because In Idaho, sex

So the contraception clinics In Twin Falls 
probably wilt be filled by teen-age girls hcfilng to 
find out what their, mothers never Idd them about 
getting pregnant.

The 
section admits of no flexibility, no dUcretlon, no room lo tun 
aroundln.

AuUiority was Uien far along with lis 1100 million plan for 
developing the Little Tennessee River. ConstrucUoo of Uie 
Tclllco Dam and Reservoir had begun In 1M7. In August ol 
1973, with the dam half completed, an IchUiyologlst 
discovered a new species of snail darter hi the river. On Nov. 
10, 1&7S, wlUi the dam 75 percent completed, Uic fish wu 
formally declared to be endangered. This set Uie stage for 
Uie lawsuit Uiat came to a head in Ihe Supreme £ourt 10 days 
ago. 

. By a u vole. Uic Court held Uiat extremism, like virtue) is 
lis own reward. The gates of the now completed Tellico Dam 
cannot be closed until Uic law Is amended to cope with the 
situation.

"If mortgage loans are not available for homes 
with solar equipment, the development of this 
valuable resource will be slow Indeed, " McCIure 
safd,„

But third parties have always fascinated

«ll. Since statdiood was granted hi 1890, 
inly 13 of Idaho's 44 state or national 
-lections have occured without a third , 
ind occasionally a fourth and firth partv 
'nthet>allot 

This, year Is do ^pxccptlon. Idaho's 
'lObematorial slugf^t now has seven 
■ontenders from the Democratic and 
tcpubllcan partkts, each eager to con- 
'Ince voters he's the man with the plan for 
■ he next four years. 



But often Ignored In the heat and smoke 
from major party rivalry Is the possible 
. presence on Idah6's t>allot of the American 
party, also with a candidate for governor. 
Idaho's American Party will likely 
nominate former Pocatello state legislator 
Wayne Loveless as their choice for the 
chief executive post,-^ theh- gamble to 
remain a viable political organization. 

Few observers give Loveless or the 
American Party much of a chance. At 
best, the organization Is but a shadow of Its 
eariier se]f.-While George Wallace could 
pull better than one out of every 10 Idaho 
'.votes hi 1968, his party had largely, 
dishitegrated by the 1976 ppesldentlol ' 
race, pollhig a paltiy one percent of the 
votescast. ' . ' 

Today the American Party seems to 
have lost its fke, and appears destined to

be recorded as lust another third party 
that tried — and failed — to break the 
two— party monopoly o( American 
politics. 

Twenty-three political parties have 
sought power In Idaho. In addition to 
Wallacltes, Democrats and Republicans, 
now extinct parties with names rich In ~ 
history are recorded In musty election 
returns. The Silver Republicans, the 
People's Party, the Progressives, and the 
Prohibitionists all had their day. Some 
achieved limited success. 

More recently the Socialists and Com- 
■ munlsts battled. with the Union Party,, the 
Liberty Party," the American Party and 
tbc Libertarians (or ballot, booth 
dominance. 

Only seven of these electoral hybrids 
lasted past one election, though four 
managed for brief periods to qualify as the 
second strongest party In the state. But 
most burst suddenly into the political 
ai^cna with grand plans for the Union and 
dissolved when the Union turned as^de. 

Idaho's first decade of statehood was 
wild and unpredictable. A dozen parties 
pushed their way onto the ballot, and for 
years no one organization could capture a 
solid 50 percent of the vote. 

During these 10 years, idahonns had the 
foUowlog parties from which to choose: 
Republican, Democratic,' People's, Pro- 
gressive, Pcoplc's-Dcmocratlc, Silver Re- 
publican, Elective Democratic,. Prohibi- 
tion, Silver Republican-Democratic, 
Democrotlc-Silver Republican, People's 
Progressive. 

As several of the names Indicate, 
' "Silver .politics" were often the only 
common ground for third parties. 
—JTrequeoUy— they— battled— over— which— 
organization more strongly endorsed 
WlUiam Jennings Bryan or the re- 
-- eatabliahment of-sllvcr-as-a-monetary— 
metal. . 

Just colncidcntally, the north Idaho 
sUver mines - which stood to benefit 
enormously from Increased emphasis on 
silver In the nation's economy — employed 
many tWrd party members. 

Host of the early thhd parties died In the 
first decade of the Mth.Century. But with 
their de^th new organizations rose to 
challenge Republican and Democratic 
dominance. 

In 1902, for histance. Socialists first 
appeared on Idaho kUlota. That year the 
party ran candidates for every office but 
superintendent of public Instruction. 

At first Socialist candidates averaged 
between two and three percent of the vote, 
— h iil ^ t h al r . r a v oluUoiaj ry . wy t o W Klhrtribul e— 
the. wealth slowly gained appeal. In the

next election, So(;lal[st votes doubled. And 
by 1S12, under the guiding leadership of 
Eugene V. Debs, Socialists captured 
better than 11 pereent of the Idalio' 
presidential vote. Socialist candidates for 
state offices tallied roughly similar totals. 

But the Debs candidacy thai year ^ 
~markcd~hlgh water for the Socialists. 
Their party quickly crumbled under the 
dual blows of Improving economic condi- 
tions and the emergence of a new third 
party — the Progressives.' 

The Progressives were well-known in 
Idaho. Under different leadership their 
party had^appeared on some of.Uie states 
first ballots, though It captured'less tban. 
one pereent of the votes, But in 1912 former 
President Theodore Roosevelt bolted his 
regular Republicans to lead the "Bull 
Moose" Progressives. So popular was his 
cnisade he wrapped up a startling 25 
pereentoftheGemStatevote. 

Roosevelt's demands for trust-busting 
and political reform gave the Idaho ' 
Erogresslves a shot hi the arm, and the 
party fielded candidates for the next 
several elections. ■ - - 

In 1922,. another Progressive leader 
seized the relgnsr "Fighting Bob" 
LaFoUette, a Wlsconshi .senator with a 
national reputation as a liberal reformist. 
Inspired the Idaho orgialuUoe -to again 
challengethemajorpaitles. . ; ■ ■ 

The third-party Progressives picked up 
the flag, anO^ their surprise became a 
second party. Progressive Party can- 
didates hi 1922 ran strong aecoDd places In 
the races for congress, governor and 
lieutenant governor. Suddenly, the De 
mocratic Party was the outsider. 

By 1921, the Progressives bad achieved 
-what no-other thIrd"psrty iBTilB»(rBad " 
ever accomplished, liey bid established 
their organization as a vl aMe polit ical 
--partyrabiBlo'spajrmijnrlHiffiHsraRiiotr' 
and one issue. In 1924 the Progressives 
Increased their edge over the pemocnits, 
narrowhig the gsp betweea tttem and 
front-running RepubUcant. 

That year H.F, Sunuels, the Progressive 
candidate for governor, carried 16 of 
Idaho's counties and missed behig elected 
by less than five percentage points. 

LaF6ilelt, the partyTpraldcntlBl can- 
dldate, wrapped up 36 percent of the votes.

Flower cooking learning experience 



ByGEORGE ABRAHAM 
EDIBLE FLOWERS 

Many Americaosardeners are learning that cooking 
with (lowers'can be a real experience. In medieval 
■Europe, a housewife gatherliig a-Jwuquet of Dowers 
m(Ht probably waa collecting Ingredients for a salad. 
One*or the besfOowers lo eat is the golden-beaded 
dandellm growing In your yard. Don't hesitate to dig 
up the whole plant because all parts of it are tasty 
when properly prepared. Dandelions will foot you. A 
half bushel of greens come to the table cooked down to 

few servings. French-fried dandelion blossom^ ai:e a_ 
fcallieat.' And'Soa'florgei'you ean immdandeUob 
greens. Wash tbem, chop Into small pirts, place ta a 
steamer and boQ for five minutes. Let excess water 
drain, plunge steamer Into c(dd water to cool quickly. 
Whencpldtpacklnfreeierboxesorbags. • 

Pretty soon you'll have all the atpiasb blossoms you 
want. Remember, the plants produce 20 male blossoms 
lo about 1 female, so you can eat the males and sill] get 
ample squash fruit. Wash In cold water.. Plunge.lnto. 
deep fat oroll. Serve as is vegetable. 
. Nasturtiums are great, too. The tender leaves, stems 
and flowers are used as salads with French dressUig. 
The half-ripened seeds-are often added to mdstard 
pickles. If you want nasturtium sauce, melt 3 
tatilespoons butter, add 3 tdbleqwons Oour and blend 
well. Add m cups well seasoned, strained and 
skimmed broth or water, Vi teaspoon salt and a few 
grains of pepper, and stir constantly until thick and 
creamy. Add three tablespoons butter, bit-by-bll, and 3 
or 4 tablespoons pickled nasturtium seeds. 

It you're lucky enough to have some elderberry 
blossoms you can eat a few and still have enough to 
form fruit later. Cut 6 clumps of blossoms, leaving 
-about-2 Inches of stems. Wash-tborou^y.-Hcddlng- 
' stem, dip lata batter and fiy lo or deep fat Serve 
hot. crinkled with powdered sugar or any kind of 
diced fruit. For batter: Sift 1 cup flour, 1 teaq)Oon 
bakint; powder and a pinch of salt. Mix 1 egg with U 
cup mUk (or more, according to thickness, of batter), 
beating welt, and ad d to dry ingredients.

Ttiey also make fine cut flowers 
provided they are picked when yoing. The larger oId^_ 
flowers do not lost long. Cutting down tbe stems as 
soon as they have finished Howerlog will make tbem 
last longer. Plants will grow In poor sandy soil and will 
stand summer beat. These daisies are superb as 
highlights in naturalistic plantings but need full 
sunlight In shade tbey devdop powdery mildew. You 
can start these bom seed. 

SHUIIBBlRroroN - 

If you're looking fdra real novdty. try growing the 
"strawberry popcorn." It gets Its name from the tiny 
broad ears of mahogany red. about 2 Inches long and 
IH Inches thick: They mate juvd additions to flower 
■ arrangements and taUe decorations. Many borne 
gardeners are making exta spending money growing 
strawberry com for fafl sale s at roadside stands. 
[RUBBER PLANTS 

Many tell us their rubber plants have stretched tall 
and wonder If there is any way to make the plant 
broDcb out instead of up. UsuaUy you can cut tbe tap 
back to b^ induce 2 or 3 breaks, although tbe natural 
habit Is to grow 8bigle,stemmed for many years before

brancWng. You can root the top in a Jug of Upwater 
but be sure to allow at least 3 months for rooting. Don't 
cut a large rubber plant back completely as it may die 
. .from the shock. When lower leaves turn yellow utd 
imp. It's due to overwatering, poor drainan or 
fertUlierlnluiy. 

Scheffleras will also lose tbelr bottom leaves it 
overwatered.

Qaestknoftfaeveek—Dja. of Bailey: "Please tell 
us what Is the real Oregano plant, Every plant we see

. We know of no other plant whose name Is as 
confusing as oregano. There are at least ten different 
herbs to which the name has been applied. Tbe species 
most commonly and widely known by Ibis name is 
Origanum vulgore, wtilch has a number'ot varieties. 
' Hie "Greek oregano" and '^(oUan oregano" are two 
of them. The plant known as maijoram (note tho two 
r's In It) haa the scientific name of mfiorana (note only 
onerlnlt). ' ...... 

Oregano grows in full sun or seml-staade, prefers a 
loose, bumusy soli and one that's moist (not soggy) at a 
_.aUUmes . 

CO. oif Gooding; "Please teQ us what makes the 
leaves of our rhododendrons turn yellow."' ' 

Rhododendrons, laurel, blueberries-and other acid ' 
lovhig plants like a specUd Wl.'onglhat's well drained 
and contalnbig up to SOpwco^acld humus matter. It's 
money wasted to grow rhododendrons In a soil that's 
uncongenial. Such soils should be rsmovetl bodily and 
replaced ydth a- suitable mfatture containing rotted 
compost, or acid humus coatalnhig rotted manure, 
peat moss, rotted needles of pbie, spruce or oak leaf. 
Soil, acidity should be around 4.5 to 6, meaning 
somewhat acid for these plants. If you live in a hard 
water area It's common to have the soil gradually 
change from acid to alkaline so you may have to add 
some aluminum sulfate at rate of about y^ pound per 
square yard. 

Sprinkle It around tbe base of the plant and water It 
hi. If a sol] test shows your soil to be real alkaline you 
may have to add a stronger amount, say Vi pound per 
square yard.' 

' Some gardeners-add coffee grounds and tea leaves to 
their axaleas and rhododendrons. These are valuable 
for theh- organic content, but do not acidify (be soil b ' 
any marked degree. A mixture of t poinids of
